Four senior members of the bankrupt 
Adair Realty & Trust company of 
Atlanta were named in three indict- 
ments returned by a federal grand 
jury here today on charges of using 
the mails to defraud in connection 
with alleged bond transactions involv- 
ing a total of $2,875,000. 

Frank Adair, president; 
Adair, Sr., chairman of the board ; 
Forrest Adair, Jr. first vice presi- 
dent, and Evans A. Erwin, executive 
tice president, all of whom are prom- 
inent in Atlanta business and social 
circles, were those indicted.

The alleged financing of three hotel | 


projects—in Little Rock, Birmingham 
and Knoxville—formed the basis of 
the true bills, which charged that 
bonds for the ventures were sold and 
offered for sale through the mails by 
the Adair officials with intent to de- 
fraud. 

More than a hundred purported pur- 
chasers of the bonds in Georgia and 
elsewhere were described in the indict- 


ments as losers. 


Six counts were contained in one 
of the bills and five each in the other 


two. 

The three projects for which the 
bonds were alleged to have been is- 
sued in 1926. the year before the 
company went into bankrup’ with 
liabilities scheduled at $40,000,000, 
were. listed as follows, together with 
the amounts of the bond issues. 

‘Thomas Jefferson hotel, Birming- 
ham, to be built by Union Realty cor- 
poration. $1,200,000; William N. 
Young Hotel company, Little Rock, 
$725,000; ‘Tennessee Hotel,  Inc., 
Knoxville, $950,000. 

Warrants for the arrest of the four 
men, which would be returnable in 
the Gainesville district court, will be 
issued aud sent to Atlanta in the reg- 
ular course, court attaches indicated. 

The three membery of the . dair 
family and Erwin a:so were trustees 
of the defunct realty company. 

The indictments charged that at the 
time the Adair Realty and Trust com- 
pany offered the bonds for sale, the 
concern was insolvent and that the 
firm did not intend that the money 
received from sale of the bonds should 
be used for the hotels but that it

29.—(4)—The 
cost of federal government has gotten 
back to a better than a four and a 
half billion dollar basis, the seventieth 
congress having appropriated the stag- 
gering total of $4,642,298,897.57 to 
carry on affairs in the next fiscal 
year. This exceeded the 9 pri- 
atious w4 this yea’. by $627,304,- 
oy hy 


the grand total, $1,388,753.- 
735.53 will go to cover annual fixed 
charges, such as interest on the -pub- 
lic debt, leaving $3,253,540,162.04 for 
cerrying on the active departments 
and agencies of the government. Of 
this sum, however,  $200,036,068.02 
represent deficiencies which occurred 
this year, the urgent deficiency bill 
having failed in the filibuster which 
marked the close of the last session 
of the sixty-ninth congress. 

Despite this increase in expendi- 
tures, congress has slashed federal 
taxes $222,495,000 for next year, with 
corporations getting the bulk of the 
reduction, This sum is slightly in 
excess of what Secretary Mellon said 
was a safe reduction based on pres 
ent estimates of revenue, plus the 
added costs that must come with the 
working out of the Mississippi .river 
flood control program, extending 
naval construction and other added 
government activities.

The silver 
dollar was found in her _hus- 
band’s trunk, which was opened after 
his death. She does not know where 
her husband obtained the coin. 

On one side of the silver dollar {sg 
the face of the Goddess of Liberty, 
or rather the face of a woman with 
the word “Liberty” written above it. 
On the reverse side is an eagle stand- 
ing. on a shield. There are 13 stars 
on each side of the coin, the thir- 
teen original states.

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Washington, May 29.—While i 
senate campaigu funds committee was 
delving. today into uses made’ of 
money given southern negro repub- 
lican national committeemen to fur- 
ther the cumpaigi of Herbert Hoover, 
the investigation suddenly became a 
two-headed affair.
